You may not deduct amounts 
paid tc one of your children to 
take care of another, or amounts 
paid to some other dependent of 
yours to take care of the child.

WASHINGTON (IP) - The Eisen­ 
hower administration may sound 
out Congress on getting stand-by 
authority to use American forces 
in the Middle East if large-scale 
fighting between Arabs and Jews 
threaten to break out. 
This possibility was raised to­ 
day by Mr. Eisenhower’s state­ 
ment that “everything I can con- 
w~

stitutionally do will be done to pre- 
Thursday, February 9, 1956 vent the outbreak of hostilities” in 
the Middle East. 
The President 
made thit declaration at his news 
conference Wednesday.

stand-by authority for use of U. S. 
troops in the Middle East crisis 
is not now under active considera­ 
tion pending: 
1. The outcome of talks between 
high - ranking American - British- 
French diplomats on what joint ac­ 
tion their nations might take, in­

both “inside and outside the U. N. 
if Arab-Israeli hostilities break out. 
2. Any indication from the Mid­ 
dle East thgtitae situation is get­ 
ting worse—that one side or the 
other is preparing an aggressive 
war. There is fear that Israel may 
undertake a preventive-type war 
before Communist - supplied arms 
can be fully utilized by the Egyp­ 
tian armed forces. There is fear, 
too. that Egypt may use speedy 
Soviet-built jet fighters and bomb­ 
ers to spring a surprise attack on 
Israel. 
Informants said the administra­ 
tion would be “ most reluctant, 
particularly in an election year, to 
ask Congress for standby authority 
to use U. S. troops, following the 
pattern set a year ago in the For­ 
mosa crisis.

Connie Mack, Ex-Owner of A's, Dies at Age of 93 


President Eisenhower 
Leads Nation's Baseball 
Fans in Mourning 


PHILADELPHIA IP—A nation of 
ba*ebal fans, from President Eis­ 
enhower to spectators who once 
cheered the world champion Phila­ 
delphia Athletics, today mourned 
tile passing of Connie Mack. 
Mack, 93, whose baseball for­ 
tunes plummeted from the dizzy 
heights of World Series victory 25 
years ago to the depths of despair 
when his beloved club was sold 15 
months ago, died quietly at the 
home of a daughter in the Mount 
Airy section of Philadelphia Wed* 
nesday. 
The tall, 
white-haired “grand 
Old man of baseball’’ passed away 
at about 3:30 p. r n . , a time of day 
when things were brightest for 
him in summers long past. Connie, 
a prime developer of the Ameri­ 
can League, was a picture of man­ 
agerial efficiency in those days as 
he sat ramrod straight waving his 
scorecard from the dugout. 
Vet­ 
eran and rookie players alike hast­ 
ened to change their positions in 
accordance with Connie’s score­ 
card signals. 
At Mack’s bedside were his four 
daughters and a grandson. His son 
Roy, had left 30 minutes earlier 
after spending most of the day 
with his father. Another son, Earle 
was confined to his home by ill­ 
ness and his youngest son, Connie 
Jr., was working at his shrimping 
Hall of Famers 
Mourn Death of 
’Grand Old Man' 


By United Press 
Connie Mack’s death cast a pall 
today even over baseball’s Hall of 
Fame, which houses 14 immortals 
who once played under him. 
Of those 14 Hall of Earners who 
once served under Mack, six—Ed­ 
die 
Collins, 
Eddie Plank, Chief 
Bender, Rube Waddell, Herb Pen­ 
stock, and Jimmy Collins — are 
dead. 
Seven of the other eight — Ty 
Cobb, Bob (Lefty) Grove, Jimmy 
Foxx. Mickey Cochrane, 
Frank 
(Home Run) Baker, Tris Speaker 
and Al Simmons—joined the entire 
baseball world today in mourning 
the “Grand Old Man,’’ who is en­ 
shrined in the Hall of Fame 
at 
Cooperstown, N. Y., himself. 
Cobb, who finished his career 
under Mack, called him “a kindly 
and fatherly man.’’ 
“ I never enjoyed playing 
so 
much during all the years I was 
in baseball as the last two under 
him at Philadelphia,” Cobb add­ 
ed. “There’s no one I ever knew 
Who could say anything against 
him, 
and that is pretty 
rare in 
baseball.” 
Grove, 
tile fabulous 
fireballer 
who won 300 games during a 17- 
year career with the Athletics and 
Red Sox, 
said Mack “was 
the 
greatest man in the world.” 
Foxx, the No. I home run hitter 
tot 
Mack’s great 
Philadelphia 
teams of 1939, 1930 and 1931, said: 
Questioned Mack’s Choice 
“There will never be another 
man in baseball like him. He was 
a grand, grand old guy and ‘ his 
death is a tremendous loss to the 
game*” 
Cochrane, 
generally regarded 
the finest catcher ever to serve 
tinder Mack, remembered how he 
questioned Mack’s choice of Hic 
fading Howard Ehnike as the Ath­ 
letics’ starting pitcher In the open­ 
ing game of the 1929 World Series 
against the Cubs. 
“Are you really going to start 
him? I asked Mr. Mack. 
Yes, 
he’s 
sure 
going 
to start.,’ 
he 
answered me. ‘Is it all right with 
you’?” 
Baker, 
the third 
baseman on 
Mack’s 
championship 
teams of 
1DJ0, ’ll, 
*13 and ’14. called his 
ex-boss “the outstanding manager 
of all time.” 
Speaker, who like Cobb spent 
the twilight of bis career at Phila­ 
delphia, 
said 
Mack was 
“very 
kind and very gentle.” 
Simmons, who reported to the

“There aren’t enough words to 
describe the kind of wonderful per­ 
son he was,” Simmons said. “He 
was just like a father to me and 
no one will ever know how much 
I will miss him.”

I ne occasion was Connie s 
93ra birthday anniversary. 
Despite his advanced age and 
recent infirmity, there was little 
doubt the departure of the Athle­ 
tics to Kansas City was the factor 
that drained much of life from 
Mack, Who was owner-manager of 
the club for more than 50 years. 
Five World Series 
During bis reign as head of the 
Mack baseball dynasty, the Ath­ 
letics won nine American League 
pennants and five World Series. 
Ane last days of glory for the A’s 
were in 1029-30-31, when they won 
the American League flag each 
season and captured the world 
championship in all but the last 
year 
Mack was the manager when the 
A’s were founded in 1901 and Con­ 
nie won his first pennant just four 
seasons later, l is teams won the 
World Series in 1910 and 1911; the 
Boston Red Sox won it in 1912 
and the Athletics came back with 
a world championship club in 1913. 
Mack’s club also won the pennant 
the following year, but lost the 
scries to Boston. 
Those wrere the 
golden days of Frank (Home Run) 
Baker, Chief Bender, Eddie Col­ 
lins 
Rube Waddell, 
and Eddie 
Plank. 
With the coming of the depres­ 
sion, the house of Mack began to 
totter. Step by step, the great team 
was broken up. Connie was forced 
to sell such Hall of Fame stars 
as Lefty Grove, Jimmy Foxx. Al 
Simmons and Mickey Cochrane to 
pay the bills. From the home fans 
came jeers, but Mack hoped to 
build another winner before retir­ 
ing. He never succeeded and the 
A’s deteriorated 
into a chronic 
second-division club. 
Last Ball Club 
The club 
survived the World 
War II years but the treasury 
diminished and Connie could not 
obtain the players he needed. 
In 
1950, Mack managed his last ball 
club and hired his right-hand man, 
Jimmy Dykes, as manager the 
next season. Eddie Joost took over 
in 1954, the third and last manager 
of the Philadelphia Club. 
Those close to the “Grand Old 
Man ’ saw the spark of life slowly 
dimming in Connie from the day 
the A’s were sold to the syndicate 
headed by Arnold Johnson of Chi­ 
cago. With the club went memor­ 
ies of 14 great players Connie nur­ 
tured through sparkling careers 
that ended with highest honors in 
the Baseball Hall of Fame. 
Mack himself made the Hall of 
Fame in 1337 and at the time of 
his Heath he ’was honorary vice 
president of tho American League 
and honorary board chairman of 
tho Kansas City Athletics. 
Born in East Brookfield, Mass., 
of Irish immigrant parents, Mack 
was christened Cornelius McGilli- 
cuddy, 
but later shortened his 
name to fit in baseball box scores. 
He started out as a shoemaker, 
but began playing baseball as a 
youth and never went back to the 
cobbler’s last.
